The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



It is the opinion of the examiner that the art of record (considered as a whole) neither 



anticipates nor renders obvious "moving an external die and a mandrel in unison so as to force 
the external die over the end of the tube, which has at least one internal surface feature, and 
simultaneously insert the mandrel through the internal passage within the end of the tube" in 
combination with the rest of the claimed limitations set forth in independent claim 1 and 12. 
Further searching by the examiner yielded additional prior art as follows: 

2. Masaki et al (U.S. Patent # 4,457,157) discloses a pipe end expanding or contracting 
device utilizing ironing having an external die (60) and a mandrel (61). The process of end 
forming the tube (W) is done by inserting the mandrel (61) into the tube (W) and then inserting 
the external die (60) over the tube (W) thus end forming that section of the tube (W). Thompson 
(EP Publication # 0188086 A2) discloses an apparatus for end forming the end of a tube (12) 
having an external die (16) movable by ram (24) and a mandrel (28) that is movable by ram (30). 
Both rams (24, 30) can be coupled by a lock (34) and states the extension of the ram (24) to the 
desired extent may accompany or follow the extension of the ram (30). 

3. The above cited prior art fails to disclose a tube having at least one internal surface 
feature being end forming by moving an external die and a mandrel in unison so as to force the 
external die over the end of the tube and simultaneously insert the mandrel through the internal 
passage within the end of the tube. Therefore, it is concluded that claims 1 and 12 of the present 
invention are allowable subject matter over the prior art. Claims 1-20 are allowed.
